A listing of Research and Development reports furnished Dr. Urey 
from several AEG and AEC Contractor offices is being compiled 
and vail be compared with a document inventory of Dr. Urey's 
material which is presently being obtained by our Chicago 
Security Office.

As you are aware. Dr. Urey has been associated ^vith the atomic 
energy project since its inception, having been appointed a 
member of the Committee on. Uranium by the National Defense Re- 
search Committee in October 19U0. His subsequent participation 
in the Manhattan Engineer District and the AEC program have Cl 
afforded him qpnsiderable access to classified atomic energy 
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Dr. Urey is an expert in the field of aoolied chemistry and is 
presently a mern':>er of the Isotope Separation Committee and 2 
consultant to the Yiashington Division of research as v;ell ais 
the Oak Ridge and Chicago Operations Offices. 

Dr-.-Urey- rs-f ully iri f o rmed~co"n ce rnln gTre search and development 
in the separation of uranium isotopes. He has also had full 
access to Research and Development data on the Alloy Development 
Program. Such access could indicate to him, in a general way, 
the direction of^a phase of the thermonuclear program. Hi s

The informant stated that Doctor UREY has been 
associated with the Atomic Energy project since its inception 
having been appointed a member of the. Committee on Uraniam 
.by .the National Defense Research Committee in October, ' 19i|0. 

His subsequent participation in the Ilanhattan Engineer 
District and the Atomic Energy Commission Program have afforded 
him considerable access to classified Atomic Energy informa- 
tion. UREY was described by the informant a3 an expert in 
the field of applied chemistry and a present member of the 
Isotope Separation Committee and a consultant to the Washington 
Division of Research as well as the Oalr Ridge and Chicago 
Operations office. The informant related that UREY was 
fully informed concerning research and development in the 
separation of uranium isotopes and has also had full access 
to research and develoment data on the Alloy Development 
Program. In the informants opinion, such access could 
indicate to UREY in a. general way the direction of a phase 
of the Thermonuclear Program. Also UREY*S knowledge of U-235 
operations at Oak Ridge would make it possible for him to 
arrive at approximate production rates due to his familiarity 
with the process. 

Because of UREY*S association with many project 
scientists and attendance at various classified meetings 
sometimes involving other phases of Atonic Energy work he 
has acquired some knowledge of progress in the Atomic Energy 
Program outside of the fields mentioned above and the informant 
advised that specific information on this point was being 
obtainedT. 
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T-2 stated that DREY was currently well informed 
two ma^or phases of security significance in the Atomic j 
Energy-Commission program: - 

(a) Uraniam Isotope Separation 

(b) One major segment of the thermonuclear
